WASHINGTON (JFi — President 
Eisenhower said today he would 
prefer a reasonable amount of 
deficit spending this year to a tax 
increase. 
The President, at his first news 
conference in 2^ months, said he 
believes some red ink spending 
would be the only answer under 
present circumstances if it came 
to a choice between that and a 
tax increase in order to handle 
the proposed new federal budget. 
In that connection, Eisenhower 
noted that his economic advisers 
are predicting an upturn from the 
current business recession. 
Eisenhower was discussing the 
$73,900,000,000 budget for the fis­ 
cal year starting July I which he 
sent to Congress Monday. 
On paper, it is narrowly in bal­ 
ance with a forecast of a surplus 
of half a billion dollars based on 
anticipated tax revenues. 
A 400-million-dollar deficit now 
is in prospect for the current fis­ 
cal year, because tax collections 
have fallen with the decline in 
business prosperity while spend­ 
ing for defense has gone up. 
This

Eisenhower’s 
first 
news conference since Oct. 30. He 
suffered a minor stroke Nov. 25. 
In reply to questions about his 
health at this time, the President 
said with a smile that he is feel­ 
ing very good and would Ike to 
get out on the golf course for a 
couple hours if only there wera 
some sun. 
His face was ruddy as of old, 
and the consensus of the 270 news­ 
men on hand was that he handled 
himself well. 
There was one instance, near 
the start of the 30-minute session, 
when 
Eisenhower 
appeared 
to 
"fluff” a word or two. But there 
was no more of that—and quito 
possibly there was less—than be­ 
fore the slight stroke which man­ 
ifested 
itself 
by

speech difficulty. 

Ei­ 
senhower said he never gave any 
consideration to resigning 
after 
his latest illness. He touched off 
a round of laughter by adding 
that his doctors were assuring 
him a couple hours after the mi­ 
nor stroke that—as th** President 
put it — there was no damage 
whatever to the intellectual fac­ 
ulties he has.

Is It Go o d Or Bad?

Up a tree. That’s where the 
av erag e man is r i g h t now on 
President Eisenhower’s bu dg et 
How can he tell whether this 
bu dg et—a record for peacetime— 
is g ood or bad, wise or foolish, 
enou g h or too little? He doesn’t 
know enou g h to decide. 
And that g oes for this writer. 
It’s the only honest thing to say . 
In 
a 
little 
more 
than 
three 
months—since the Ru ssian Spu t- 
» niks shocked the world into su d- 
deh 
consciou sness 
abou t 
space 
and 
missiles—the 
av erag e 
man 
has been forced to feel left be­ 
hind and ou t of date. 
He can’t ev en g u ess, becau se 
he can’t ev en v isu alize the prob­ 
lems, whether 500 million dollars 
for research is enou g h or whether 
fiv e times that mu ch is needed 
to keep this cou ntry abreast of 
Ru ssia 
Worse than that; The av erag e 
man, to whom this new world of 
space flig ht is a blank, probably 
won’t know for y ears whether this 
bu dg et was shrewd or a penny - 
pinching folly . The resu lts com-' 
ing from this y ear’s bu dg et may 
not show u p for y ears. 
One thing is for su re; Eisen­ 
hower is bent on balancing the 
bu dg et—that is, not spending more 
than the g ov ernment ex pects to 
take in in rev enu es of all kinds. 
That was his g oal when he took 
office. It still is. 
To increase 
spending for 
de­ 
fense. and still balance the bu dg ­ 
et, Eisenhower had to cu t corners; 
by cu tting down on domestic pro­ 
g rams. su ch as pu blic assistance, 
hospital constru ction, school con­ 
stru ction. 


That by itself raises a point: 
Last 
y ear 
Eisenhower 
asked 
Cong ress for money to help states 
bu ild schools. He was v ery posi­ 
tiv e a lot more schools were need­ 
ed. No dou bt more schools are 
needed, this y ear too. 
Bu t now he’s dropping altog eth­ 
er the idea of money for schools— 
and instead is asking money to 
edu cate a limited nu mber of y ou ng 
people, particu larly in science. 
The qu estion therefore 
is; 
in 
this 
kind 
of 
society , 
rich 
and 
g rowing , is it for the g ood of the 
cou ntry to cu t down on prog rams 
which only recently were deemed 
essential 
in 
order 
to 
sav e 
on 
spending ? 
Or wou ld it be better to g o a 
little deeper into the red and leav e 
the bu dg et u nbalanced by spend­ 
ing more than the g ov ernment ex ­ 
pects to take in? 
Eisenhower 
already 
has 
been 
both blamed and praised for the 
kind of bu dg et he su bmitted. 
Already —in fact, before he pu b­ 
licly disclosed his bu dg et—some 
oi the top g en'^rals complained he 
was not asking enou g h money for 
defense pu rposes. 
This bu dg et does not ask the 
people as a whole to make sacri­ 
fices. For ex a.nple: while a tax 
cu t appears ou t of the qu estion 
this y ear, Eisenhower is not talk­ 
ing of raising tax es either. 
One way to spend ev en more 
money —if more spending is really 
needed—and 
still

Instead of establishing the 
Sov iet Union as theoretically able 
to dictate peace terms, the lau nch­ 
ing of the satellites resu lted in a 
demand inside the United 
States 
and allied 
cou ntries that Sov iet 
streng th be promptly matched. Al­ 
so, instead of the cu tting down of 
armament spending in this cou ntry , 
which the Sov iets had hoped wou ld 
ensu e from an easing of tension, 
the ex act opposite dev eloped and 
tensions actu ally were increased. 
The Sov iet g ov ernment, there­ 
fore, hav ing ov erplay ed it.' hand 
with the “Spu tniks,” has felt that 
there is only one way to g et Amer­ 
ica back, to the path of u nilateral 
disarmament—which is what Mos­ 
cow has been aiming at rig ht along 
— and that’s by a “su mmit co n % 
ference.” 


THE SOVIETS also are striv ing 
to soften pu blic opinion in all the 
cou ntries which are members of 
the North Atlantic Treaty Org ani­ 
zation, where the proposal to hold 
a “ su mmit conference” is being 
described in the press as “popu ­ 
lar.” 
Bu t it is ev ident that the impli­ 
cations of the Sov iet scheme hav e 
not been thorou g hly analy zed. 
Thu s the idea is being adv anced 
that American .orces shou ld be 
withdrawn 
from 
Eu rope in 
ex ­ 
chang e for a phdg e by the Sov iets 
to respect a so-called “ neu tralized” 
zone, which wou ld inclu de Ger­ 
many , Czechoslov akia and Poland 
and 
perhaps

wou ldn’t be any missile bases or 
stockpiles of atomic weapons. 
This insidiou s concept has lately 
been g aining sorre g rou nd in Eu ­ 
rope as a resu lt of the sensation 
created by a series of lectu res de­ 
liv ered in London by Georg e F. 


Kennan, former American ambas­ 
sador to Mosc w. 
These hav e been broadcast ov er 
the British Broadcasting Sy stem 
and hav e been repeated by radio 
for sev eral weeks throu g hou t the 
Eng lish - speaking world and ov er 
the German Radio. 
Mr. Kennan has blu ntly adv o­ 
cated the withdrawal of American 
troops from Plu rope u nder the plan 
for a so-called “neu ^^ralized” zone. 


NOT ONLY HAVE the commu n­ 
ists play ed u p the Kennan lectu res 
in their press and radio, too, bu t 
in W e s t e r n cou ntries v ariou s 
g rou ps, inclu ding some of the Brit­ 
ish Labor party leaders, hav e pro­ 
claimed su pport for them on the 
g rou nd that the Kennan v iews re­ 
flect what a new Democratic ad­ 
ministration in Washing ton cou ld 
be ex pected to adv ocate. 
Fortu nately , D e a n 
.Acheson, 
former secretary of state in the 
Tru man 
administration 
and 
at 
present a member of the adv isory 
cou ncil of the Democratic National 
Committee, stru ck a stu nning blow 
ag ainst the Kennan v iewpoint in a 
spirited statement issu ed last Sat­ 
u rday . 
Mr. Acheson sternly repu diated 
the Kennan thesis as inconsistent 
with Democratic party doctrine and 
said that similar v iews adv anced 
by Mr. Kennan had been rejedted 
when offered by him du ring the 
Tru man administration. 


MR. ACHESON’S statement was 
issu ed in New York City throu g h 
the American Cou ncil on Germany , 
a g rou p of prominent citizens who 
want to see Germany reu nited as 
a free repu blic and not as a tool 
of the Sov iets. Mr. Acheson said in 
part: 
“ Mr. Kennan can speak with 
au thority in the field he knows — 
and a broad one it is — the field 
of Ru ssian history and cu ltu re and 
the attitu des of mind indu ced by 
the practice of Marx ist - Leninist 
ideolog y . Mr. Kennan has nev er, 
in my ju dg ment, g r a s p e d the 
realities of power relationships, 
bu t takes a rather my stical atti­ 
tu de toward them. To Mr. Kennan. 
there is no Sov iet military threat 
in Eu rope.” 
Mr, Acheson’s ■'tatement Is one 
of the best he has ev er issu ed on 
the su bject of Sov iet ag g ression. 
He deserv es the widest commen­ 
dation for his cou rag eou s u tter­ 
ance, which helps not only the ad­ 
ministration in its battle ag ainst 
adv erse 
Sov iet 
propag anda 
bu t 
helps the United States of America 
in world affairs — a serv ice of 
tru e patriotism. 
If others here can also discard 
partisanship now, the Sov iet g ame 
can be ex posed and the demand 
for a “su mmit conference” based 
on 
propag anda 
o n l y

We do know, however, that these 
m achinists are alm ost artists in 
their trade and there are few of 
them who couldn’t earn m ore in 
other industries. Yet they stay with 
this vital fight, although it takes 
them from their fam ilies and their 
home towns and dumps them in 
compounds in desert areas or in 
new coastal sites where the prices 
of rents, food and the necessities 
of life zoom higher than the roc­ 
kets they tend. 
For agreeing to be shifted from 
the home plants to 
testing 
sites 
across the nation, these men get 
the Triple A — an “Assignment 
Adjustment Allowance.” This 
is 
covered roughly by 
special 
per 
diem expenses 
running from $8 
to $13 a day for the em ployes of 
the 16 m issile firms involved. 
Some of these 
crews 
get 
the 
extra money for 28 days. Some get 
it indefinitely. Some u t a special 
w age bonu* 
At Convair, which turns out the 
Atlas, this 
mean* 
som e 
of

crew s get $160 a month in addition 
to their regular w ages, to' help 
care for their fam ilies when the 
m achinists are shifted from Cali­ 
fornia to Cape Canaveral. 


THIS GIVES 
them 
all

weekly for living away from home 
in a boom area — and to send a 
couple of bucks back to the fam ­ 
ily. At that rate, you don’t get to 
see the home folks much. 
You can't do any transcontinental 
hopping on that kind of petty cash.

WASHINGTON 
Up a tree. 
That’s where the 
average man is r i g h t now on 
President Eisenhow er’s budget 
How can he tell whether this 
bud..et—a record for peacetim e— 
is good or bad, wise or foolish, 
enough or too little? He doesn't 
know enough to decide. 
And that goes for this writer. 
It’s the only honest thing to say. 
In 
a 
little 
more 
than 
three 
months—since the Russian S p u ­ 
tniks shocked the world into sud­ 
den 
consciousness 
about 
space 
and 
m issiles—the 
average 
man 
has been forced to feel left be­ 
hind 
and out of 
date. 
He 
can't even guess, because 
he can't even visualize the prob­ 
lem s, whether 500 million dollars 
for research is enough or whether 
five tim es that much is needed 
to keep this country abreast of 
Russia 
Worse than that: The average 
man, 
to whom this new world of 
space flight is a 
blank, probably 
won't know for years whether this 
budget was shrewd or a penny­ 
pinching folly. The results com - 4 
mg from this year's budget may 
not show up for years. 
One thing is for sure: 
Eisen­ 
hower is bent on balancing the 
budget—that is, not spending more 
than the governm ent expects to 
take in in revenues of all kinds. 
That was his goal when he took 
office. It still is. 
To 
increase 
spending 
for 
de­ 
fense, and still Dalance the budg­ 
et, Eisenhower had to cut corners: 
by cutting down on dom estic pro­ 
gram s, such as public assistance, 
hospital construction, school con­ 
struction. 


That by itself raises a point: 
Last 
year 
Eisenhower 
asked 
Congress for money to help states 
build schools. He was very posi­ 
tive a lot m ore schools were need­ 
ed. No doubt more schools are 
needec^ this year too. 
But now he's dropping altogeth­ 
er the idea of money for schools— 
and instead is asking money to 
educate a limited number of young 
people, particularly in science. 
The 
question 
therefore 
is: 
in 
this 
kind 
of 
society, 
rich 
and 
growing, is it fo,’ the good of the 
country to cut down on programs 
which only recently were deemed 
essential 
in 
order 
to 
save 
on 
spending? 
Or would it be better to go a 
little deeper into the red and leave 
the budget unbalanced by spend­ 
ing more than the government ex­ 
pects to take in? 
Eisenhower 
already 
has 
been 
both blamed and praised for the 
kind of budget he submitted. 
Already—in fact, before he pub­ 
licly 
disclosed 
his 
budget—some 
of the top generals complained he 
was not asking enough money for 
defense purposes. 
This budget does not ask the 
people as a whole to make sacri­ 
fices. For exam ple: while a tax 
cut appears out of the question 
this year, Eisenhower is not talk­ 
ing of raising taxes either. 
One w ay to spend even more 
money—if more spending is really 
needed—and 
still 
balance 
the 
budget would be to raise taxes to 
increase federal revenue. 
The budget Eisenhower offered 
is pretty much a busine.*s-as-usual 
budget. Only the future can pass 
judgment on his wisdom.

For it 
i* evident that the Kremlin got an 
unexpected reaction to their “Sput­ 
niks.” Instead of establishing the 
Soviet Union as theoretically able 
to dictate peace terms, the launch­ 
ing of the satellites resulted in a 
demand inside the United 
States 
and allied 
countries 
that 
Soviet 
strength be promptly m atched. Al­ 
so, instead of the cutting down of 
arm am ent spending in this country, 
which the Soviets had hoped would 
ensue from an easing of tension, 
the exact opposite developed and 
tensions actually were increased. 


The Soviet government, there­ 
fore, having overplayed its 
hand 
with the “Sputniks,” has felt that 
there is only one way to get Amer­ 
ica back, to the path of unilateral 
disarm am ent—which is what Mos­ 
cow has been aim ing at right along 
— and that’s by a “summ it con* 
ference.” 


THE SOVIETS also are striving 
to soften public opinion in all the 
countries which are m em bers of 
the North Atlantic Treaty Organi­ 
zation, where the proposal to hold 
a “ sum m it conference” 
is 
being 
described in the press as “popu­ 
lar.” 
But it is evident that the im pli­ 
cations of the Soviet schem e have 
not been thoroughly analyzed. 


Thus the idea is being advanced 
that American 
.orces 
should 
be 
withdrawn 
from 
Europe 
in 
ex­ 
change for a pledge by the Soviets 
to respect a so-called “neutralized'' 
zone, 
which 
would 
include 
Ger­ 
many, Czechoslovakia and Poland 
and 
perhaps 
the 
Scandinavian 
countries 
and 
in 
which 
there 
wouldn’t be any m issile bases or 
stockpiles of atomic weapons. 
This insidious concept has lately 
been gaining som e ground in Eu­ 
rope as a result of the sensation 
created by a series of lectures de­ 
livered in London by George F. 


Kennan, former American am bas­ 
sador to Mosc w. 
These have been broadcast over 
the British Broadcasting System 
and have been repeated by radio 
for several weeks throughout the 
English - speaking world and over 
the German Radio. 
Mr. Kennan has bluntly advo­ 
cated the withdrawal of American 
troops from Europe under the plan 
for a so-called “neutralized” zone. 


NOT ONLY HAVE the commun­ 
ists played up the Kennan lectures 
in their press and radio, too, but 
in W e s t e r n countries various 
groups, including som e of the Brit­ 
ish Labor party leaders, have pro­ 
claim ed support for them on the 
ground that the Kennan view s re­ 
flect what a new Dem ocratic ad­ 
ministration in Washington could 
be expected to advocate. 
Fortunately, 
D e a n 
Acheson, 
former secretary of state in the 
Truman 
administration 
and 
at 
present a member of the advisory 
council of the Dem ocratic National 
Committee, struck a stunning blow 
against the Kennan viewpoint in a 
spirited statement issued last Sat­ 
urday. 
Mr. Acheson sternly repudiated 
the Kennan thesis as inconsistent 
with Dem ocratic party doctrine and 
said that sim ilar views advanced 
by Mr. Kennan had been rejected 
when offered by him during the 
Truman administration. 


MR. ACHESON’S statement was 
issued in New York City through 
the American Council on Germany, 
a group of prominent citizens who 
want to see Germany reunited as 
a free republic and not as a tool 
of the Soviets. Mr. Acheson said in 
part: 
“Mr. 
Kennan 
can 
speak with 
authority in the field he knows — 
and a broad one it is — the field 
of Russian history and culture and 
the attitudes of mind induced by 
the practice of M arxist - Leninist 
ideology. Mr. Kennan has never, 
in m y judgment, g r a s p e d the 
realities 
of 
power 
relationships, 
but takes a rather m ystical atti­ 
tude toward them. To Mr. Kennan, 
there is no Soviet m ilitary threat 
in Europe.” 
Mr. Acheson’s Gatemen? is one 
of the best he has ever issued on 
the subject of Soviet aggression. 
He deserves the widest com m en­ 
dation for his courageous utter­ 
ance, which helps not only the ad­ 
ministration in its battle against 
adverse 
Soviet 
propaganda 
but 
helps the United States of America 
in world affairs — a service of 
true patriotism. 
If others here can also discard 
partisanship now, the Soviet gam e 
can be exposed and the demand 
for a “summ it conference” based 
on 
propaganda 
o n l y 
can 
be 
negated.

The United States was praised 
for its help to war-paralyzed West­ 
ern Germany following the end of 
World War II by Miss Elizabeth 
Berninger, an exchange teacher in 
the Beaver Local High School at 
Williamsport, at Tuesday’s lunch­ 
eon meeting of the Rotary Club in 
the Travelers Hotel. 
Because of the financial and 
other help given her country in 
the post-war period under the so­ 
called Marshall Plan, few traces 
of the ravages now can be found 
in the large industrial centers, bad­ 
ly damaged in the closing stages 
of the conflict, Miss Berninger re­ 
lated. 
The German populace were hun­ 
gry, ill-clothed and many were 
homeless after the war. 
“ These people are now friends 
of the United States for their help 
in time of need,” she said. “ They 
will never forget your kindness.” 
Miss Berninger was a teacher in 
the great coal and iron center in 
Essen when selected in a group 
of teachers to spend a year in the 
United States in a plan to promote 
peace and goodwill, sponsored by 
Sen. J. William Fullbright of Ar­ 
kansas. 
She told of family life in Ger­ 
many compared to that in the 
United States. The average family 
lives in a rented home and owns 
no automobile, no television or 
other every-day conveniences such 
as Americans enjoy. 
There is no need for autos in 
Germany, she explained, as all 
cities and villages are served by 
busses, street cars and trains. 
Most children in Germany at­ 


tend school until they reach 14. 
when they leave to learn trades. 
High school in Germany is avail­ 
able to only that class of people 
who can afford higher learning. 
High school children c a r r y as 
many as 14 studies. 
West Germany is about a third 
of what was Germany before the 
war. Miss Berninger said. A large 
section of the former country was 
turned over to Poland and another 
portion, East Germany, is con­ 
trolled by the Communists. 
Miss Berninger said she was sur­ 
prised when she came to th e 
United States to learn that beer 
and wine are not served in all 
restaurants and eating houses.
